The apphcation has been amended as follows:

Claim 15, line 2, after "polymer" insert -component--; line 3, before "cellulose" insert 
~ polymers of--; line 5, after "acid" delete "," and insert ~ or ~; lines 5-9, delete "or 
polymers. . .glycol" and insert therefor — copolymers thereof and blends thereof--. 

Claim 16, line 2, after "polymer" insert -component--; line 3, delete "and blends thereof 
of. . .glycol" and insert therefor - with cellulose derivatives, polysaccharides, polyvinyl alcohol, 
polyacrylic acid, poly(methyl vinyl ether/maleic anhydride), poly(meth)acrylic acid or 
polyethylene glycol and blends thereof with cellulose derivatives, polysaccharides, polyvinyl 
alcohol, polyacrylic acid, poly(methyl vinyl ether/maleic anhydride), poly(meth)acrylic acid or 
polyethylene glycol — . 

Delete claim 17. 

Claim 21, line 3, after "polymer" insert -component--; lines 3-4, after "crosslinking 
agent", insert ~ at a concentration between about 1 wt % and about 30 wt %, wherein the 
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crosslinking agent is selected from the group consisting of di- and multifiinctional acrylates or 
methacrylates ~. 

Claim 24, line 4, after "polymer", insert - component ~; line 16, delete both occurrences 
of "about". 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant has amended the claims to be commensurate in scope with the showing of 
unexpected results in the Declaration of Fleming Madsen filed 05-14-2008, pages 12-14. The 
unexpected results are that the curing speed, curing efficiency and resulting gel strength resulting 
from photopolymerization of a saturated hydrophilic polymer in the presence of the combination 
of peroxydisulphate photoinitiator and di- or multi-functional (meth)acrylate crosslinking agent. 
The data in the Declaration provides evidence that a sheet of the composition 2.0 cm thick can be 
cured in less than about 5 minutes.
